A BY-LAW 

Rvitperting  the  Ejrjyenditure  of  the  lieve^ine 

for  tJie  year  1S92. 

WHEREAS  the  Council  have  caused  an  estimate 
of  the  expenditure  required  for  the  service  of 
the  year,  a copy  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  follows 
Sec.  1.  It  shall  lie  lawful  to  pay  out  of  corporate 
funds  from  time  to  time  the  amounts  ■which  become 
due  for  the  services  mentioned  in  the  statement 
lettered  A in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  pay  out  of  corporate

Sec.  7.  The  officer  styled  the  Auditor,  referred  to  in 
this  by-law,  .shall  mean  and  include  any  person  act- 
ing m that  capacity  by  the  authority  of  the  Munici- 
pal Council  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  pay  out  of  corporate 
funds  to  any  person  who  has  been  employed  upon  the 
city  water  works,  or  upon  the  streets,  bridges,  Iniild- 
ings  or  sidewalks  of  the  city,  and  who  has  left  the 
employ  of  the  Corporation,  such  sum  of  money  as

A BY-LAW 

To  ttmruil  Utc  ISnU<linf/s  Hi/- Law, 
\\7HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  further  amend  the 

T V “ Building.^  By-Law;” 

Be  it  therefore  enaeccd  by  the  Mayor  and  Alennen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  : — 

Sec.  1.  Section '20  of  the  “ Buildings  By-Law,”  and 
the  “ Buildings  By-Law  Amendment  By-Law,  1890,” 
are  lierel)y  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following 
shall  be  read  : — 

“Fire  Limit.s. 

‘ ‘ 20.  All  that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  within 
the  line  next  hereinafter  described  shall  be  known  as 
the  lire  limits,  namely  : — Commencing  at  a point  on 
the  shore  line  of  Victoria  Harbour,  opposite  the  north- 
we-terly  corner  of  Lot  408,  Block  F' ; thence  easterly 
to  the  centre  of  Store  Street  : thence  northerly  along 
the  centre  of  Store  Street  to  a point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Herald  Sireet  ; thence  easterly  along  the 
centre  of  Herald  Street  to  the  point  of  intersection  of 
the  centre  lines  of  Douglas  Street  anil  Herald  Street  ; 
thence  southerly  along  Douglas  Street  to  the  point  of 
intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  Douglas  8 r.  ct  and 
Fisguard  Street ; thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of 
Fisguard  Street  to  the  ]ioint  of  intersection  of  the 
centre  lines  of  F’i<guard  Street  and  Blanchard  Avenue; 
thence  southerly  along  the  centre  line  of  Blanchard 
Avenue  to  the  p unt  of  intersection  of  the  centre  lines 
of  Blanchard  Avenue  and  Pandora  Avenue  ; thence 
easterly  along  the  centre  line  of  Pandora  Avenue  to 
the  point  of  intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  I’andora 
Avenue  and  Blanchard  Street  ; thence  southerly  along 
the  centre  line  of  Blanchard  Street  to  the  point  of 
intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  Blanchanl  Street 
and  Rae  Street  ; thence  we.!>terly  to  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  the  centre  lines  of  Rae  Street  and  Douglas 
.Street ; thence  southerly  along  the  centre  line  of 
Douglas  Street  to  the  north-westerly  corner  of  Lot 
210  ; thence  along  the  Mmstern  boundary  of  Lot  210  to 
the  shore  of  Victoria  Harbour  ; thence  following  the 
shore  line  of  the  said  harbour  northerly  to  the  place  or 
point  of  commencement.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  22  of  the  “ Building  By-Law,”  and 
section  1 of  the  “ Building  B3  -I.JIW  Amendment  Bj'- 


Law,  1889,”  and  the  “ Building  By-Law  Amendment 
By-Law  No.  2,  1889,”  are  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  shall  be  read  : — “ No  addition  to 
or  alteration  of  anj'  wooden  building  within  the  fire 
limits  shall  be  m.ade.” 

Sec.  .8.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Buildings 
By-law  Amendment  By-law,  189'2.”

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  extend  Blanchard 
Street  and  improve  Victoria  Crescent  and  McClure 
Street;  and 

Whereas  in  every  Nlunicipality  the  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  make,  alter  and  repeal  by-laws  for 
opening,  making,  preserving,  improving,  repairing, 
widening,  altering,  diverting  or  stopping  up  streets, 
etc. ; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  follows: 
Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Victoria  to  open,  extend,  grade,  make, 
improve  and  repair  Blanchard  Street  from  Burdette 
Avenue  to  Victoria  Crescent. 
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See.  2,  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Oor|iorabiou  of  the 
City  of  Victoi-ia  to  oi)eii.  o.xteiul,  grade,  make,  iiin/i  oee, 
repair,  wi<leii  ami  alter  Victoria  ( I'oseeiit  fi'oiii  Ihit- 
dette  Avenue  to  Churchway  . 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Corporation  ot  the 
City  of  V''ictoria  to  open  grade,  make,  improve,  repair, 
widen  and  alter  McClure  Street  from  \ ictoria  Cieseent 
to  Vancouver  Street. 

Sec.  4.  Blanchard  Street  extension  is  described  as 
eoinmeneing  at  a point  on  the  southern  houndaiy  of 
Burdette  Avenue,  six  hundred  and  sixteen  feet  seven 
inches  westerly  from  the  north-east  corner  of  Block  4, 
Christ  Cliurch  trust,  as  shown  on  a map  idan  of  the 
Christ  Church  trust  estate  deposited  in  the  Land 
Registry  Olfice,  Victoria,  on  the  10th  day  of  February, 
isfr,  and  known  as  plan  No.  35  ; thence  in  a straight 
line  south-easterly  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Victoria 
Crescent;  the  contained  angle  formed  by  the  southern 
boundary  of  Burdette  Avenue  and  the  said  straight 
line  being  seventy-five  degrees  and  thirty-nine  iniiiuLes.

The  term  ‘ household  bread  ’ shall  imply  all  bread 
except  cream  loaves,  when  one  or  more  loaves  an 
baked  in  a tin  or  pan.  All  other  kinds,  n.amely 
currant  loaves,  cream  loaves,  and  all  shapes  not  bakei 
in  u.  tin  or  pan,  and  liaving  a crust  all  round,  to  bi
